He served on 
active duty until October 27, 1942, at which time he was 
honorably released as a Corporal. Thereafter, he accepted an 
appointment as a commissioned officer in the Army Air Corps. He 
served on active duty status until July 20, 1945, when he was 
transferred to the Army Reserve, inactive status, until 
December 6, 1945, then honorably discharged. He served in the 
Air Force Reserve, inactive status, from that time until 
January 16, 1959, when he was discharged as a Colonel. His 
service record is clear.

A search of the computerized records of Equifax Credit 
Information Services, Atlanta, Georgia, conducted at FBI 
Headquarters in December, 1992, disclosed no pertinent 
information concerning Senator Bentsen. 

Law Enforcement Agency Checks 

Information has been received from appropriate law 
enforcement agencies indicating their files contain no record 
concerning Senator Bentsen.

Senator Bentsen is eligible to practice law in the 
State of Texas. According to information available, no 
grievances have been filed against him. 

Miscellaneous 


A search of NEXIS, a computerized news retrieval 
service, disclosed numerous news articles concerning Senator 
Bentsen. Numerous articles were disclosed which referred to 
Senator Bentsen 's "Breakfast Club," which was started and 
disbanded in 1987. Lobbyists were invited to contribute $10,000 
to Senator Bentsen 's re-election campaign in exchange for meeting 
with Senator Bentsen, assumedly to have the opportunity to 
express their special interests. Other articles reported that 
while Senator Bentsen had placed his financial holdings in a 
blind t rust in 1988, thereafter, the trustee invested in a 
company | | which 

could be construed as a potential conflict-of-interest. In 
addition, articles were disclosed reporting that following 
Senator Bentsen 's campaign for the vice-presidency in 1988, he 
resumed membership in reportedly "all-white" social clubs. 

It should be noted that thousands of articles 
pertaining to Senator Bentsen were disclosed in NEXIS and some 
qualifying words were used to limit the request to a logical and 
feasible scope. 

Senator Bentsen indicated on the Supplement to his SF- 
86 that he does not, and has not belonged to any club or 
organization that restricts, or restricted membership on the 
basis of sex, color, religion, national origin, age or handicap. 

A disclosed news article reported that Senator Bentsen rejoined 
three "all-white" private clubs after his Vice Presidential 
campaign. Representatives of the River Oaks Country Club and the 
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Lloyd Millard Bentsen, Jr. 


Ramada Club, Houston, Texas; and the Middleburg Country Club, 
Middleburg, Virginia, were contacted concerning any overt or 
defacto restrictive practices they may have. 

River Oaks representatives advised there is nothing in 
its regulations precluding membership of any class of citizen; 
however, candidates for membership must be sponsored by two 
current members each, and to date, no African American candidate 
has been sponsored. River Oaks does currently have women and 
other minority members, including Hispanics and persons of the 
Jewish faith. Senator Bentsen is currently a member in good 
standing of River Oaks . 

Ramada Club representatives advised they do not have 
restrictive admissions practices, and they currently have 
Hispanics, women, African Americans and other minority members. 
Senator Bentsen is currently a member, although for a short time 
he discontinued his membership because he did not believe he 
would get use out of the club at that time. 

Middleburg representatives advised Senator Bentsen has 
not been a member of that club since early 1990.

interviewing agent and the purpose of the interview, that being 
to ensure that complete, accurate and current information is 
available and obtained concerning the appointee to assist the FBI 
in conducting a thorough background investigation of the 
appointee for the position with the Federal government for which 
the appointee is being considered. The appointee volxintarily 
provided the following information: 

The appointee was shown a copy of the Standard Form 
(SF-86) (and supplement) dated 12/7/92, which the appointee had 
completed and signed. Each of the appointee's answers to the 
questions on the SF-86 were reviewed with the appointee to ensure 
its accuracy and completeness. The appointee advised that the 
written responses to each of the questions on the SF-86 which he 
had completed were accurate and correct to the best of his 
knowledge and recollection. 

The appointee advised that he had never used/ sold or 
purchased any illegal drugs, including marijuana. The appointee 
also advised that he had never abused prescription drugs or 
alcohol . 

The appointee advised that he has never had any 
financial problems which resulted in, but were not limited to, 
property being repossessed, debts placed for collection, filing 
for bankruptcy, nor has he been the subject of a tax lien or 
legal judgement rendered concerning a debt or had any delinquent 
student loans , 

The appointee advised that he has been involved in a 
Federal Election Commission complaint in the past. However, 
could not remember the name of the individuals who filed the suit 
against him, the year it was filed, or any details whatsoever 
regarding the suit. He further ^advised that he is currently 
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suing three individuals, identity he does not know, in Brazoria 
County, Texas. He stated that the records of this suit could be 
located under his name as he is the primary complainant. 

The appointee advised he has never been involved in any 
criminal matter as a suspect or subject, nor has he ever been 
arrested for, charged with or convicted of any criminal offense. 

The appointee advised he has never been denied 
employment, dismissed from any employment or left any employment 
under unfavorable circumstances or been denied a security 
clearance by any agency within the Federal government. 

The appointee advised he has never visited, nor has he 
ever had any personal or continuing contact with representatives 
of any foreign country. 

The appointee advised he has never received any type of 
psychological or psychiatric treatment or counseling* 

The appointee advised he has never been the subject of 
any professional complaints or non judicial disciplinary action. 

The appointee advised he has never been involved in any 
business or investment circumstances that involved conflict of 
interest allegations. The appointee was questioned as to 
numerous trust funds which were listed on the final page of the 
SF-86 and specifically asked whether or not any of these 
partnerships could be construed as conflicts of interest. The 
appointee emphatically stated ”No” . 

The appointee was questioned as to his current 
relationship with the BLUE BONNET LEASING COMPANY. He stated 
that the company was dissolved approximately 24 months ago and 
that he has no relationship with the company whatsoever.

senator BENTSEN was questioned regarding his membership 
in clubs which it was believed currently do not have any black 
members. Specifically, he was questioned regarding his 
membership In the Middleburg Tennis Club in Middleburg, Virginia. 
He stated that he terminated his membership in this club 
approximately two years ago, and has not returned. Senator 
BENTSEN was then questioned regarding his membership in the 
Raroada club of Houston, which was reported as- an **all white 
private club." senator BENTSEN stated that this was not a fact, 
and that there are black members of this establishment, and he 
continues to be a member of it. Continuing, Senator BENTSEN was 
questioned regarding his membership in the River Oaks Country 
Club of Houston, Texas. Senator BENTSEN stated that he has been 
a member of the club for more than 20 years, however, during the 
last 20-year period, he has not held any type of a position which 
could be construed as "policy making." He stated that his 
personal view of the club was one of rejection due to the fact 
that it did not have any black members, and that he subsequently 
terminated his membership in this club prior to rtmning for the 
Vice Presidency approximately four years ago. Since that time, 
he stated that it has been brought to his attention that he 
overreacted and terminated his position. He stated that various 
members brought to his attention the fact that the club does not 
have in its bylaws any type of discriminatory admission 
practices, and that he should re-think his position, and again 
re-join the club. He stated that he re-joined and feels that it 
is not his position to condemn all of the club members due to the 
fact that no black member has specifically asked him to be their 
sponsor. Senator BENTSEN continued by stating that it should be 
noted that he was the supporter of the first black Federal Judge, 
who is female, in the State of Texas. He stated that he was the 
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sponsor for the first black Federal Marshal In the state of 
Texas. He stated during his tenure as Senator he has sponsored 
three Hispanic judges in the State of Texas, aind the first 
Hispanic United States Attorney* He stated that as far back as 
1949, he voted to do away with the poll tax, and that he is 
extremely proud of his voting record when it comes to civil 
rights.

Senator BENTSEN was questioned regarding his 
involvement in the BLUEBONNETT LEASING COMPANY (BLC) . Senator 
BENTSEN advised that this company was established between 
December 19, 1989 and December 31, 1991, and was developed as a 
leasing company regarding the charter service of Miss Liberty, a 
luxury yacht.

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Agency Checks 

During the course of this investigation, the records of 
the following entities were checked and found to contain either 
no record or no pertinent information concerning Senator Bentsen, 
unless otherwise noted in this summary memorandum:

Records of the FEC disclosed numerous complaints filed 
against Senator Bentsen and his past campaigns. 

Five complaints named the Dukakis/Bentsen campaign for 
improperly using campaign funds for placing advertisements or 
sending mailouts. In each of these violations, which did not 
involve personal action by Senator Bentsen, the FEC found no 
violation and no action was taken. Other complaints alleged: 

(1) Senator Bentsen solicited campaign funds from a 
foreign national, based upon a New York Times report that he 
solicited contributions from a representative of a "Mediterranean 
country." The EEC's Office of General Counsel ruled on March 1, 
1976, that they would not pursue the matter further since the 
article provided no evidence to support the claim, and since the 
only way to obtain more information was to interview the reporter 
which would lead to publicity that Senator Bentsen was under 
investigation. The FEC took no further action. 

(2) Senator Bentsen used Presidential primary funds to 
benefit his Senatorial campaign. FEC ruled that the complainant 
(Bentsen 's opponent for the Senate), did not set forth any 
evidence supporting the claim and closed its case without taking 
action against Senator Bentsen on April 1, 1976. 
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(3) Senator Bentsen 's 1976 Committee had exceeded petty 
cash limitations and had failed to appropriately identify 
recipients of expenditures in excess of $100. FEC initially 
found reason to believe these violations had occurred and 
requested additional pertinent information from the Committee. 
After compliance with that request, the FEC recommended that its 
investigative reports be amended, showing that the Committee's 
response was satisfactory, no further action should be taken, and 
the case be closed on June 30, 1977. 

(4) Senator Bentsen 's 1976 Committee received a $400 
contribution from Triumph Industries, which would have 
constituted an improper corporate contribution. FEC contacted 
the corporation President who submitted documentation proving the 
contributions were personal contributions. No further action was 
taken by FEC and the case was closed on March 15, 1976. 

(5) Senator Bentsen 's 1982 election committee reported 
a $79,850 "in-kind" contribution, which would be in excess of the 
$17,500 limit. It was determined that the expenditure was 
incorrectly reported as an "in-kind" contribution on one 
committee report, but properly reported as a "coordinated" 
expenditure on another committee report, which would not have 
exceeded the limit for that type of expenditure. After an 
amendment was made, FEC ruled no further action and closed its 
case on August 19, 1982. 

(6) Senator Bentsen 's primary opponent 

(Joseph Sullivan) alleged that the National Alliance of Senior 
Citizens and the Texas Savings and Loan League paid for a 
substantial number of Senator Bentsen 's campaign advertisements 
under the guise of "public service announcements." FEC 
investigated and on April 28, 1988, FEC found no elections laws 
violations by Senator Bentsen 's campaign, nor by the two entities 
mentioned above. [This was the only FEC complaint indicated by 
Senator Bentsen on the Supplement to the Standard Form 86 (SF- 
86 ) ] 


(7) Senator Bentsen 's dual candidacy for the Senate and 
the Vice Presidency would unfairly benefit him financially 
against opponents (filed by those in the State of Ohio 
specifically) . FEC found no violation, took no action against 
Senator Bentsen or his committee and closed its case on 
November 30, 1988. 

(8) The Dukakis/Bentsen Committee failed to report all 
of its campaign contributors inasmuch as it failed to report 
receipt of free rent (which would constitute a contribution) . 

The Office of General Counsel of FEC found that, in fact, the 
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Committee had violated election laws in this regard. Thereafter, 
as is usual procedure at FEC, the six Commissioners voted and 
concluded not to take any action against Senator Bentsen or the 
Committee, and closed the case on June 2, 1992. 

(9) The Bentsen for Vice President-1988 Committee 
accepted a prohibited corporate contribution. During a routine 
audit the FEC disclosed a contribution made by Media Southwest 
for $5,000 that was originally disclosed as a "partial payment- 
consultant" on Committee financial reports. The FEC Office of 
General Counsel found reason to believe that the Committee and 
its treasurer were in violation of accepting a prohibited 
corporate contribution; however, FEC commissioners voted against 
taking any action and closed the file on July 26, 1991. 

On his Supplement to his SF-86, and during 
Senator Bentsen 's routine interview, he advised he has been 
involved in an FEC complaint in the past, but could not remember 
any details. As a routine question. Senator Bentsen was asked if 
there were any civil or other suits in which he was involved, and 
he advised there was one of which he was a plaintiff. (The FBI 
does not review records in which candidates are plaintiffs.) 

A check of the Texas Office of the Attorney General 
revealed a civil suit which named Mr. Bentsen individually and as 
executor of his parents' estate. That office provided court 
records in which the State of Texas filed suit against the 
Bentsen family for royalty monies not received. Mr. Bentsen 's 
father and uncle owned property in Texas, which was reclassified 
as "mineral and grazing" land, the minerals of which were 
reserved to the State for the benefit of the Permanent School 
Fund. This land was leased several times, ultimately to an oil 
company. The State charged that it and the Permanent School Fund 
had not received any portion of the oil proceeds or royalties. 

On October 8, 1991, Mr. Bentsen, acting individually and as a co- 

executor of his mother's estate, and other defendants, entered 
into an agreement with the State of Texas. The agreement stated 
that the State was to recover $322,725, plus an additional 
percentage of royalties awarded, which would be used to reimburse 
the Permanent School Fund. The terms of this agreement have been 
complied with and no additional pertinent information concerning 
Mr. Bentsen was disclosed. Referral/Consult

Bill Davis might be one of only 10 people in Minnesota who will really get to 
vote for president this year. 

After the popular votes of a couple ^million Minnesotans are tallied, 10 
residents will gather at the State Capitol in December and cast the presidential 
votes that really matter: the votes of the electoral college. 


And Davis might be a member of that institution of higher politics, which 
has the power to overturn the popular vote, because he is one of the DFLers 
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who has been chosen as a presidential elector. 

The electoral college is receiving more attention than usual this year 
because of the possibility that because of Ross Perot's candidacy, the electoral 
college could choose a president who finishes second or third in the popular 
vote. 

Although Davis, the state DFL Party treasurer, has been chosen as an 
elector, that doesn't necessarily meeui he will be one come Dec. 14, when the 
electoral college meets, Davis, John Heegard of Austin cuid six other chosen 
DFLers (two others will be elected this weekend at the state DFL convention in 
Duluth) will serve as electors only if the Democratic nominee wins the popular 
vote in Minnesota. 

There are 10 electors for each presidential candidate in Minnesota, one for 
each seat Minnesota has in Congress - two seats in the Senate and eight in the 
House , 


If President Bush wins Minnesota, then his electors, selected by the state 
Independent -Republican Party, will be invited to the Dec. 14 meeting of 
Minnesota's part of the electoral college. Likewise, if Perot carries Minnesota, 
his electors, whom he must name when his supporters file his candidacy with the 
Minnesota secretary of state's office during the filing period in July, would be 
the official electors. 


If all this is confusing, don't worry. After Heegard was elected, even he 
headed to the library to research his constitutional duties . 


Typically, DFLers use the position of elector as a reward to party workers 
for years of loyal service. That's one reason Heegard, 35, was chosen as an 
elector at the DFL's First Congressional District convention. ^ 

”It was more or less an honor, something you could get for working for the 
party," he said. "I didn't realize it would turn out to be so interesting." 

So when Heegard hit the library books, he learned that electors are not 
legally obligated to vote for their party's cauididate. But the pressure to do so 
is intense, as Davis discovered in 1988 when, as a DFL elector, he raised the 
idea of voting for Jesse Jackson for vice president even though the team of 
then-Massachusetts Gov. Michael Dukakis and Texas Sen. Lloyd Bentsen had won 
Minnesota. Davis, who is black, was dissatisfied with Bentsen because the 
senator belonged to a country club that had no black members, and because he 
created a breakfast club that provided special access for donors who 
contributed $ 10,000 to his campaign. 


Even though Dukakis had been thoroughly beaten by Bush nationally, and had 
no chance of winning in the electoral cjollege, Davis still heard from the top 
Dukakis official in Minnesota, Pat Forciea. 


"Pat wasn't very happy," Davis said, laughing. " 
sure everybody was in step . " 


. . He wanted to make 


Davis, 40, of Minneapolis, ultimately voted for the entire Dukakis/Bentsen 
ticket, and he said he expects he will again cast his electoral college vote for 
the Democratic ticket this year, assiaming a Democrat wins Minnesota. 
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"I'm not legally bound, but I'm morally bound to follow the outcome of the 
vote in the fall election,” Davis said. 

Nevertheless, Davis, as well as some of the other DFL electors, is not 
enthused by the presumed Democratic nominee. Bill Clinton. Davis, for example, 
went to the state convention this weekend as a delegate still uncommitted in the 
presidential race. 

So did Matt Little, an elector from the Third Congressional District. 

Little, 69, president of the Minneapolis chapter of the National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored People, is unhappy that Clinton has long tried to 
move the Democratic Party to the center. Little, of Richfield, will be a 
Minnesota delegate to the Democratic National Convention in New York, and he 
plcUis to remain uncommitted so he can try to persuade Clinton to select a vice 
president who represents Little's progressive politics. 

Does this mean that Little, as a presidential elector, might not vote for 
Clinton? 

"It's conceivable, but I wouldn't predict anything like that," he said. 
"Under normal circumstances, unless something outrageous happens, I would feel 
obligated to vote for him." 

Heegard, too, has been thinking about his obligations as an elector. He is 
not a delegate to the national convention, but favors a brokered convention 
because he is not inspired by Clinton. 

In the meantime, Heegard has considered different scenarios, including this 
one: What if Clinton wins Minnesota, but Perot wins the First Congressional 
District, where Heegard lives? 

"Then it would be a difficult decision, " he said. Is his responsibility to 
the residents of the First District or just to the Democrats of the First 
District? "I would have to take that into consideration," he said. "But I still 
think I would cast the vote for Clinton."

SENATOR Dan Quayle' s vice -presidential aspirations still hung in the balance 
early this week amid reports that he once tried to campaign as a "Vietnam era 
veteran" and a counter-attack by Republicans on the integrity of his Democratic 
counterpart . 

With little sign of an end to the controversy over the hawkish conservative's 
decision to serve in his local National Guard instead of Vietnam, Senator Quayle 
was pulled off the campaign trail and recalled to Washington for two days of 
intense coaching. Before ducking out he insisted that so far "the campaign has 
been a great deal of fun" . 

Mr Bush, who faced a veterans' rally in Chicago alone, was cheered when he 
launched an impassioned defence of his choice. In a formula designed to evoke 
memories of the anti-war movement of the Sixties, he roared: "He served 
honourcdDly. He didn't go to Canada, he didn't bum his draft card, and he 
damned sure didn't bum the American flag. And I'm proud to have him at my 
side." 

Repxiblicand and their media allies meanwhile stepped up assaults on the 
Democratic No. 2, Senator Lloyd Bentsen of Texas, focusing on his own son's 
entry into the National Guard in 1968 and on possible impropriety over the 
financial "blind trust" in which the powerful Texan holds his fortune. 

But the Bush campaign managers' hopes that their own problems will collapse, 
without damaging their immediate post -convention 52 to 42 per cent lead over 
Governor Michael Dukakis, were hostage to two worries which could still drive 
him off the ticket if they go badly wrong. 

One was exemplified by Newsweek' s confirmation of rumours in New Orleans last 
week that, during his successful attempt to unseat Indian's liberal Senator, 
Birch Bayh, in 1980, Mr Quayle called himself a "Vietnam era veteran" in a 
campaign leaflet -- until real combat veterans complained. 

i 

The verbal slexght-of -hand seems Ixkely to have been designed to mislead 
voters on a sensitive issue. What Republicans most fear now is that concrete 
proof will emerge of string -pulling for a well-connected young man anxious to 
avoid military call-up. 

That would reinforce the impression that Mr Bush, as one pundit put it, is 
"tunning for president of a country club, instead of president of the country". 
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The US tabloids are still frothing about the man who hissed "draft-dodger" at 
Mr Quayle in a Cleveland church, and Playboy magazine's promise that Paula 
Parkinson -- the lobbyist with whom he went golfing along with less innocent 
colleagues -- will tell and bare all in its November issue. 

The possibility of further damaging revelations about the 41 -year-old 
Senator's record leads directly to the Republiccins' other worry: that fresh 
disclosures would suggest either that Mr Quayle had deceived the Bush aides who 
vetted him or that they had botched their most important assignment. 

In two breakfast television appearances, Mr Quayle denied that he was a 
liability to the ticket --as Senator Bob Dole implied on Sunday -- and said 
things would change once "we get out on the campaign trail" and away from 
"innuendoes and rumours". 

Democrats have been content to sit out the row on the basis of Woodrow 
Wilson's maxim "never murder a man who is committing suicide". 

Republiccin activists were understandably keen to swallow their strong private 
misgivings and counter-attack. 

They focused on Senator Bentsen, who denies "absolutely" that he pulled 
strings to get his 46-year-old son, Lloyd III, into the Texas Guard as an 
accountant between 1968-74, insisting that Lloyd managed it himself. 

Potentially more damaging were suggestions that Mr Bentsen had spoken to the 
managers of his blind trust more often than he should have done, not least to 
help Lan Bentsen, another son, whose current liabilities exceed his assets by 
$17.2 million to $4.5 million. 

Blind trusts are a device for avoiding conflict of interest among 
politicians cind Mr Bentsen is supposed to confine his phone calls to cash 
withdrawals. Instead, he seems to have steered the trustees towards investing 
$250,000 in Lan' s ailing business. 

In this most family-oriented campaign it may not be enough.

One day last fall, after reading an account in The Washington Post of Gov. 
Michael S, Dxakakis' troubles in Massachusetts, Sen. Lloyd Bentsen of Texas 
phoned his former running mate to commiserate. The conversation was an 
instinctive gesture to try to cheer up a friend, according to a Bentsen aide. 

Yet it symbolized the role reversal that has taken place between the two men 
since the 1988 election. 

While Dukakis is scorned virtually everywhere, Bentsen is in demand as a 
speaker in many states. From the moment two stunmers ago when he accepted 
Dukakis' invitation to a place on the Democratic ticket, Bentsen' s career has 
been in overdrive. The senator from Texas insists he has ”no plans,” but he has 
sxibtly maneuvered into a position to seek ^is party's next presidential 
nomination if he wants to become a candidate. If political fortunes could be 
charted on a graph, a rising line representing Bentsen' s growth would probably 
intersect somewhere in the autumn of 1988 with cuiother line measuring Dukakis' 
descent. 

"He's taking a hard hit up there," Bentsen says, shaking his head sadly 
during an interview in his Senate office. "We talk from time to time. He calls 
me about pieces of legislation he's interested in. I call him up to see how he 
is, how Kitty is. They certainly were kind to us during the campaign." 

So much has changed since then. Less than two years ago, Bentsen waited on 
Dukakis' call to take a supporting role. Today, it is the Texas senator who 
makes the solicitous calls. At 69, he has emerged as a father figure in a 
political party groping for an identity and a way to win the White House. 

When Edmund G. (Jerry) Brown Jr., t^e former governor of California, wanted a 
keynote speaker for a major Democratic fund-raising dinner in San Francisco in 
December, Bentsen was his first choice. Bentsen gets more requests than he can 
handle, and he did not immediately accept that one. So Brown persisted until he 
agreed to come. Brown, who is now Democratic chairman in California, says he 
sought Bentsen because "he showed a lot of stature and dignity in '88. He 
impressed a lot of people . " 
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In fact, a Field Poll in California after the election found that if Bent sen 
had been on top of the ticket, the Democrats would have carried the state. 
California is very important to a presidential aspirant. The state provides the 
greatest bloc of delegates to the Democratic convention cind intends to move up 
its presidential primary to a critical^ period immediately following the New 
Hampshire primary. 

Nor was it a coincidence that Bentsen made an appearance last October in 
Iowa, where the first delegates of 1992 will be chosen in caucuses. "He likes to 
show a little leg in these states,” says a Bentsen advisor. "It's a signal of 
some interest . " 

But Bentsen turned down an opportunity to speak next week at the New 
Hampshire Democratic Party' s biggest dinner of the year on the grounds that too 
much activity in early primary states might be too blatant. In the words of 
Texas Democratic chairmeui Bob Slagle, who declined the invitation for Bentsen: 
"If he went to Iowa in the fall and New Hampshire in the spring, it would send a 
political message he is unwilling to send." Joseph Grandmaison, the Democratic 
chairman in New Hampshire at the time the invitations were made, says he was 
”f Icd^bergasted” that Bentsen would pass up that significant forum. 

Many Democrats do not really know Lloyd Bentsen; they have been wanting a 
closer look. In his outings last fall, Bentsen got mixed reviews. "It was a jump 
ball,” says Ed Campbell, a veteran Democratic Party leader in Iowa, of the 
senator's appearance in his state. Bentsen did not appear sufficiently liberal 
to mollify some party activists, Campbell says, though he satisfied the 
moderates aind conservatives. 


Oddly enough, in San Francisco, which occupies the farthest, left-wing shore 
in America, Bentsen was received enthusiastically. West Coast liberals appear 
hungry for a winner and willing to set aside ideological purity for a mainstream 
candidate such as Bentsen. Beyond that, according to John Jacobs, a political 
writer for the San Francisco Examiner, Bentsen appeals to conservative Democrats 
who cherish their guns and their capitalism in California's vast central valley 
region in the heart of the state. 

In Jauiuary, Bentsen took a different kind of trip. He went to the Soviet 
Union, in his role as chairman of the Senate Finance Committee, to discuss the 
prospects of increased US-Soviet trade in the glasnost era. Visits to the Soviet 
Union have become obligatory for candidates seeking to burnish their foreign 
policy expertise. 

Lloyd Bentsen smiles benignly when asked about his presidential ambitions. 
"I enjoy the speculation,” he says in his stock answer, "but I have absolutely 
no plans.” He says he expects to be "fully occupied” with his duties on the 
Finance Committee and insists that his speaking engagements are primarily 
designed to help the reelection of his ^ Democratic colleagues who face election 
this year. 


Nevertheless, Bentsen' s friends say he would love to be president cind will 
run if conditions are right. He is reseirving a decision because he is prudent 
and wants to avoid the mortification that accompanied two earlier flirtations 
with higher office. Bentsen is said to bear scars from the humiliation of 
spending heavily and winning nothing in a 1976 campaign for the Democratic 
presidential nomination. His pride was further wounded in 1984 when Walter F. 
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Mondale publicly tcuitalized him with the prospect of the vice -presidential 
nomination and chose, instead, Geraldine Ferraro, 

With presidential politics currently at ebb tide, there is no urgency for 
Bentsen to declare his candidacy now. ^ome of the other putative Democratic 
candidates are preoccupied with reelection this year: Sen. Bill Bradley of New 
Jersey, Gov. Mario Cuomo of New York, Sen. A1 Gore of Tennessee. And in contrast 
to the last couple of presidential campaigns, no one seems interested in 
estcQDlishing orgcinizational beachheads in Iowa and New Hampshire two years in 
advance of their contests. 

"Bentsen will play the deck and look at every card before he reaches a 
decision," says his friend and fellow Texan John C. White, a former national 
party chairman. He has the rest of this year, White thinks, to make up his mind. 

Yet there are footprints of an incipient Bentsen campaign beyond his 
high-profile appearances in Iowa and California. An obvious example is the 
presence of Jack Martin, a trusted Bentsen operative from Texas, at the 
Democratic National Committee. Bentsen pushed him for a place on the committee, 
and Democratic national chairmcin Ron Brown actually offered Martin a ranking 
staff job. Martin agreed to cin \mpaid role as "senior advisor" to Brown. The 
position permits him to maintain his ties to Bentsen while enaibling him to keep 
abreast of party politics around the country. 

Martin is working in a number of states to develop "coordinated campaigns” 
this fall - exercises in which all statewide Democratic candidates will pool 
their resources for a massive get -out -the -vote effort. The concept is based on 
an operation Martin put together for Bentsen in Texas in 1982 that helped elect 
the Democratic ticket statewide. 

Martin, who says Bentsen is "like a father" to him, talks cautiously about 
the political future over lunch in a quintessential Texas setting, an old brick 
barbeque house - said to be the best in the state - in Lockhart, a half-hour's 
drive from Austin. Against an aromatic backdrop of hickory smoke, Martin 
dismisses a comparison with Hamilton Jordan's role at the Democratic National 
Committee in the early 1970s, when Jordan used his job to cultivate contacts in 
many states for Jimmy Carter's 1976 presidential campaign, which he managed, 
"Does it give me some exposure that helps Bentsen? Yes. Is it singularly a 
Bentsen mission? No," says Martin. 

Outside of Texas and the Senate, where he could probably count on many of his 
Southern colleagues for help, Bentsen does not have an extensive organization of 
well-connected political allies. "There are some of us he owns, lock, stock, and 
barrel," says Joe O'Neill, a lobbyist for the American Retail Federation who 
once worked on Bentsen's staff and returned to direct his 1988 vice -presidential 
effort. "He's got a longstanding group of players in Texas, but there's not a 
political network of people around the J| country . " 

Still, there are old friends such as Joe Cerrell, a veteran California 
political consultant. When Bentsen learned that the state party was doing little 
to publicize his San Francisco appearance, he asked Cerrell for help. On the day 
of the event, Cerrell was on hand to help ensure that Bentsen got proper press 
coverage . 
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Bentsen also treated his Iowa appearance with more than routine attention, 
quietly calling for outside assistance in the preparation of his speech. He met 
separately with two of the party's more talented speech writers: William 
Galston, who once wrote for Mondale, and Robert Shrum, a professional wordsmith 
whose credits include Sen. Edward M. Kennedy's ”The dream will never die" 
address at the 1980 Democratic convention. He obtained drafts from both men as 
well as his in-house speech writer. Bob Lehrman. According to Jack Devore, 
Bentsen' s longtime spokesman, the three drafts were passed on to another Texas 
confidant, George Christian. "He liked what Christian sent back," Devore says, 
"but he still made extensive changes.” 

The basic message was a warning to Democrats that the party risks political 
oblivion unless it relates to gut issues e3q)loited by George Bush in 1988 - 
issues such as patriotism and crime. 

The most open advocate of a Bentsen candidacy is Robert Beckel, a 
well-connected Washington -based political consultant who managed the Mondale 
campaign in 1984. Though Beckel is a friend of both Martin's cind O'Neill's, the 
Bentsen advisors deny that Beckel has been authorized to promote the idea of 
nominating Bentsen by acclamation. But they have not tried to silence him, and 
on the day Bentsen spoke in California in December, the San Francisco Examiner 
carried a front-page article about Beckel' s plan to "clear the field" for the 
Texas senator in 1992. 


Beckel makes the argument that if the party coalesces behind Bentsen, it 
would avoid a series of "bloody primaries" and unite the fractious party. Beckel 
has a litany of reasons why Bentsen would be the ideal nominee in 1992: 

- He specializes in economic issues, which are likely to be key issues in 
1992 as the East-West confrontation wanes. 


- He has demonstrated an ability to rally most of the disparate elements of 
the party, 

- He has a chance to regain a Southern base, which the Democrats have lost 
over the last 20 years. 

- He has been a prominent figure for so long cind been investigated so 
intensively by his Republican opponents that he is unlikely to be touched by 
some unexpected scandal. 

- He poses no threat to a newer generation of Democratic leaders (Beckel 
names Sen, Bob Kerrey of Nebraska, Sen. John Kerry of Massachusetts, Sen. Tim 
Wirth of Colorado, Sen. Jay Rockefeller of West Virginia, cind Rep. Richard 
Gephardt of Missouri) who might consider Bush unbeatable in 1992 and prefer to 
run for president four years later. 

In making his case for Bentsen, Beckel does not mention the unsuccessful 
precedent set by Edmund S. Muskie and Walter Mondale, vice ^presidential 
candidates who survived losing campaigns with their credibility intact and 
decided to run for president. Strategists attempts but it is clear in 
conversations with them that they have thought a lot cibout 1992. 


"Beckel 's premise is that the Democrats need someone with an established base 
coid credibility," says Joe O'Neill in an interview in his office around the 
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comer from the White House. He essentially agrees with Beckel's theory, but 
adds that if Bentsen decides to run, he will not attempt to claim the Democratic 
nomination as "divine right." 

Bentsen' s presidential campaign in Jl 976 was a disaster, O'Neill recalls, 
because he used a "Rooseveltian approach." Bentsen presented himself as a 
moderate who could "make business and labor work together, " as a 
statesman-politician . 

"The way for the Democrats to run in '92 is to be pro-active,” says O'Neill. 
"We have to estcJDlish our credentials as a party that doesn't run counter to 
traditional Americeoi values." With his war record and background in business, 
Bentsen would not be accused of dwelling on the leftist fringes of American 
society. He is a creature of the Establishment. 

Although he was not well known outside the circles of the political 
cognoscenti until 1988, Lloyd Bentsen has been a fixture in Texas politics for 
more than 40 years. During that time, he became known for two characteristics 
that were woefully lacking at the top of the Democratic ticket in 1988: a 
willingness to use rough tactics and an ability to set aside differences with 
vanquished enemies in order to build a coalition. 

He was first elected to Congress in 1948 after returning from World War II 
with a Distinguished Flying Cross, awarded for his service as an Army Air Coips 
bomber scjuadron commander in Europe. He gave up his office after only six years 
in the House to go into business in Houston, but he never really left politics. 

The chief executive of Lincoln Consolidated, a giant holding company in 
Houston, Bentsen also became one of the most important financial agents for the 
Texas Democratic Party, which was dominated at the time by Senate Majority 
Leader Lyndon B. Johnson and House Speaker Sam Rayburn, Bentsen operated behind 
the scenes, but his wife. Beryl Ann - who is called B.A. by her husband and 
friends - was appointed Democratic national committeewoman from Texas. 

"After Mr. Sam died, it was Johnson, John Connally, and Bentsen who ran Texas 
in the '60s," recalls one Texas politician. 

They were known as the To^ Democrats, representing the interest of wealthy 
conservatives who were linked to Texas oil money. For years the Tory Democrats 
feuded with the populist wing of the state party, led by Sen. Ralph Yarborough, 
It was in an attempt to settle this tong war that President John F. Kennedy went 
to Dallas in November 1963. 


"Bentsen was a prominent Democratic player at this time. He had been close to 
Rayburn in the House, and he was close politically to Johnson and his 
organization," says George Christian, a political consultant in Austin who 
served as Johnson's press secretary at ^jthe White House. 

"He thought cibout running against Yarborough in '64, but Johnson advised 
against it. When he decided to run against Yarborough in '70, Johnson stayed out 
of it. He didn't want Bentsen to run. He didn't think he could win," Christian 
recalls. 


It was one of the most bruising campaigns in Texas history. Yarborough was 
complacent at the beginning. He dismissed his opponent as an "insuroince 
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promoter," and he called Bentsen's father, a land developer in south Texas, "a 
pirate.” Lloyd Bentsen Sr. - "Big Lloyd" - had been accused over the years of 
luring SCcUidinavians from the frigid Midwest to the arid, worthless lands of 
south Texas. ^ 

"Yarborough took after me and my father, so I went after him," Bentsen says. 
"I normally don't pick a fight. I might walk across the street to avoid one, but 
I won't walk around the block to do so." 

Bentsen retaliated with a devastating series of television commercials that 
branded Yarborough a dangerous liberal . One spot suggested that Yarborough 
sympathized with the antiwar demonstrators who were caught up in rioting in 
Chicago during the 1968 Democratic convention. 

Yarborough was bewildered by the counterattack and did not seek assistance 
until it was too late. Only days before the primary, Yarborough cind his top 
aide. Gene Godley, sought counsel from Charles Guggenheim, a political filmmaker 
close to the Kennedy family, Guggenheim showed Yarborough some sample TV spots. 
The incumbent was impressed. "Gene," he said, poking his assistant in the ribs, 
"we got to get us some of them." Guggenheim had to explain that he could help if 
Yarborough survived the primary, but there was no time to combat Bentsen. 

On the strength of his negative media campaign, Bentsen won 53 percent of the 
vote and ousted Yarborough. Ironically, Bentsen' s portrayal of Yarborough as a 
radical left-winger was a precursor of the Republican campaign that was used 
against Dukakis in Texas ^d other conservative areas in 1988. 

Bentsen did not waste a great deal of time celebrating. Within days of the 
primary, he appeared unannounced at the doorstep of Bernard Rapoport, a Waco 
businessman who was a Yarborough supporter and a leader of the liberal movement 
in Texas . 


"It was a Saturday night, about 9 o'clock," Rapoport recalls. "I remember 
opening the door, and there was Lloyd Bentsen and one of his aides. Bentsen 
said to me: 'I wonder if a fellow can get a drink of Scotch in this 
neighborhood.' I said: 'Come in.' I had never even met the man before. You've 
got to remember that the chasm was very deep, and he had beaten our hero. But we 
had a good visit. I liked him, and we became good friends." 

Most of the populists had been muttering about voting for the Republican 
candidate, George Bush, then a congressman from Houston, in the general election 
that fall to spite Bentsen. But in the end they decided to support the Democrat 
after all, and Bentsen easily defeated Bush. 

Animosity lingers among a few Texans. Ronnie Dugger, the publisher of The 
Texas Observer, a maverick weekly that has championed liberal causes for years, 
is still unreconstructed. He calls Bentf sen's 1970 campaign against Yarborough 
"assassination by TV," and adds, "I don't see why it should be forgotten. It 
stank then and it stinks now." Dugger says that nothing Yarborough used against 
his challenger justified Bentsen' s "equating Yarborough with the Viet Cong." 


Dugger, in an interview in New York last month, said he saw no difference 
between Bentsen and Bush; he considers them both champions of big oil and big 
business in Texas. The best Dugger can say of Bentsen is that "he is a very 
sophisticated politician who Ccui make a liberal -sounding speech to a Icibor 
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union. ” 


Virtually all of the other Texas liberals, however, have made their peace 
with Bentsen. In 1982, Bentsen threw h^s enormous resources into the first 
"coordinated campaign” directed by his ^aide. Jack Martin, and helped elect the 
Democratic slate. "That is the point where his status as a political institution 
in Texas took a quantum leap,” says Martin. The ticket included liberals such as 
Treasurer Ann Richards, Attorney General Jim Mattox, Agriculture Commissioner 
Jim Hightower, and Lsucid Commissioner Garry Mauro. 

These officeholders are still grateful for Beritsen's support and are active 
in a state party that he now controls with the same power that Lyndon Johnson 
once exercised. In Texas, politicians no longer speculate over Tory Democrats, 
populists, or divisions within the state party. Bentsen is the lone prevailing 
element inside the party today. 

Over the years Bentsen has been able to transcend the cultural gulf between 
the temples to oil and real estate interests on the skyline of Houston and the 
impoverished barrios of the Rio Grande Valley. The senator may look as if he 
belongs on Savile Row, but he speaks Spanish fluently and has a strong following 
among the tens of thousands of Mexican-Americans in his native south Texas. 

"At this point, Bentsen' s organization is much more diverse than Johnson's,” 
says George Christian. "When Johnson was a power in the state, before he became 
president, his organization was basically white and male. Times were different 
then. It was composed of old-time public officials with local influence. 

"Bentsen started out with the same type of group in 1970. It was about all he 
could get together. But he began after the primary to meld as much of the 
Yarborough organization as he could, and in the following years he solidified 
his organization with both business and labor. He has blacks and whites and 
browns and women, with a strong overlapping of independent voters. Conservatives 
are comfortable with him, most liberals are comfortable with him." 


With his sonorous voice and dignified manner, Lloyd Bentsen is not an 
exciting figure. During speeches, he talks evenly to his audience, gently 
wagging a finger or gesturing with his eyeglasses in his hands, instead of 
shouting or preaching. It is a Father Knows Best approach. Watching him in 
action, Katherine Reback, a Hollywood screenwriter, once remarked, "If I were 
getting married, and my father wasn't available, I'd ask Lloyd Bentsen to walk 
me down the aisle." He is a disciplined performer, not given to surprises. 


That is why his dramatic TKO of Dan Quayle ("You're no Jack Kennedy") in the 
vice -presidential debate was so stunning. As he prepared for the debate, his 
aides say, Bentsen expressed exasperation that the Republicans were not only 
successfully identifying with Democratic issues, such as the environment, but 
with Democratic heroes, such as Rooseve|lt and Truman. He was waiting for Quayle, 
who had been invoking John Kennedy's name during the campaign, to use the 
reference in the debate. When Quayle did, Bentsen pounced like a mongoose. 


Last year, at a book party in Washington to celebrate the publication of 
Whose Broad Stripes and Bright Stars?, Jack Germond and Jules Witcover's 
campaign history, Quayle showed up. Quayle is eviscerated in the book, but he 
had the grace to use a variation of Bentsen' s debating point when he spoke at 
the party. Quayle concluded by telling the authors, "You're no Teddy White," 
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referring to the writer who pioneered campaign books. Bentsen appeared at the 
same party a few minutes after the vice president had left. "I hear Quayle's 
been stealing my lines,” he said with a smirk. 

i. 

As 1990 unfolds, Bentsen' s congressional concerns are serious but not 
terribly sexy: ensuring more equitcible foreign trade; attracting greater 
personal savings; decreasing interest rates; restoring a broader Individual 
Retirement Account program; improving health care for children. All of the 
issues are in the purview of his committee, but these predomincuitly fincuicial 
issues rarely carry the passion involved in fights over social programs. Supreme 
Court nominees, or foreign policy. 

Last month Bentsen came out in opposition to the most interesting Democratic 
gambit on the fiscal front: Sen. Daniel Moynihan's bill to roll back an increase 
in the Social Security tax. 

While four of his Democratic colleagues are embroiled in a scandal over their 
role in trying to rescue savings and locin operator Charles Keating, Bentsen has 
been untainted. Because of his position, Bentsen is regularly approached by 
private interests seeking favors. ”He doesn't mind saying no,” one friend says. 
As a result, the friend adds, Bentsen has been able to avoid major trouble. 

His greatest embarrassment came a few years ago when he attempted to 
institute breakfast meetings with lobbyists. He charged each lobbyist $ 10,000 
for the privilege of his company. When word leaked out, Bentsen terminated the 
program, refunded the money, and admitted that he had committed a ”doozy" of a 
mistake. 

At the same time, there is no member of Congress who attracts more 
contributions from political action committees than Bentsen. Many Democrats turn 
down PAC money as a matter of principle. Yet repeated inquiries by the Federal 
Election Commission have failed to find any evidence of irregularities in 
Bentsen' s relationship with PACs. Bentsen has also put his personal fortune in a 
blind trust in an effort to insulate himself further from charges of conflict 
of interest. 

He is sometimes called "Loophole Lloyd" around Capitol Hill for his work in 
drafting legislation that gives tax benefits to the oil and gas industries that 
have powered Texas for so many years. Bentsen has also been able to win the 
allegiance of organized labor. In 1988, he tied its pet priority - a bill that 
mandated a 60-day warning before plcints could be closed - to a trade bill. After 
a spirited fight, President Reagan dropped his objections to the measure, and 
the plant -closing bill was passed independently of the trade bill and became 
law. 

Over the years, Bentsen has become increasingly adroit in reaching out to 
diverse constituencies. Even though he jis perceived as probusiness, the scion of 
a wealthy rancher, and a chamber of commerce character in a party traditionally 
aligned with the working class, Bentsen is popular among minority voters. 

As a young congressman he voted to repeal the poll tax - a Southern device 
designed to discourage black voters - and his Senate record on racial matters 
has won him the support of most civil rights organizations. 
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There was a flap late last year when it was learned that Bent sen had rejoined 
three all-white private clubs: the Ramada Club and the River Oaks Club in 
Houston, and the Middleburg Tennis Club in the Virginia countryside outside 
Washington. He had resigned from those clxibs in 1988 during the presidential 
campaign. ^ 

"I dropped out in deference to Dukakis,” Bentsen explains. "I did it quietly, 
but a reporter found out about it. When I was no longer on somebody's ticket, I 
rejoined.” He says he enjoys the compciny of the club members and has no 
apologies. ”I helped integrate the first hotel in Houston. I voted to do away 

with the poll tax in 1949 - one of only two from Texas to do so. With my record 

on civil rights, I'm not worried about these clubs.” 

Bentsen shows little inclination to take flamboyauit stsinds at this point in 
his career, and his congressional objectives this year represent an agenda as 
sober and gray as the suits he favors. "Competitive” is a word he uses often 
these days. American businesses should be more competitive, he believes, and 
should be supported by government policy that is competitive with foreign 
producers . 

”I think we ought to be keeping America No. 1 - competitive," he said in ain 

interview during the calm after the 1989 session of Congress was adjourned. ”We 

are under assault from tough economic competition by other countries, including 
our allies and friends. We have to turn that around or see a loss of our 
standards,” 


Like his rhetoric, his office is understated. There are few framed awards or 
photographs of Bentsen with the powerful and famous on the walls of the 
reception area; these pictures are confined to his inner office, which also 
holds Texas artifacts cuid his own antique furniture. But the most conspicuous 
item in the room of this eaqponent of balcuiced trade is imported - an expensive 
Persian rug. "It's not Senate issue," he says with a wink, but from his private 
stock. 


While he laments that foreign businesses have taken over markets for products 
conceived in the United States - color television sets, videocassette recorders, 
fax machines, and microwave ovens - Bentsen eschews protectionist measures. 
Instead, he contends that the Democrats should "be the party that dismantles 
barriers to trade.” 

In partisan speeches Bentsen also emphasizes the theme that his advisor Joe 
O'Neill mentioned: the importance of Democrats' rallying behind "American 
values.” He told his audience in San Francisco in December: "Americans should 
know that we can get a lump in our throat when we see the flag; that our 
sympathy is for the victim of an assault, not the thug making one, ... We must 
demonstrate, to middle -income Americans especially, that we do not repudiate 
their values but embrace them." He wanted: "Until we do away with the 
ideological litmus tests we will not regain the presidency.” 


If Bentsen chooses to run in 1992, he will be 71 years old, two years older 
than Reagcua was during the 1980 campaign. His age would undoubtedly raise 
questions, but at a stage in life when most men are retired, Bentsen looks 
remarkably fit. He is tall and cowboy-leeui, and his hair is senatorial gray. His 
friends say that he still plays a vigorous game of tennis. 
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Those who defend Bentsen's age point to his father's longevity. Big Lloyd was 
still lucid and running the family's massive ranch in 1988, at the age of 94, 
when his son ran for vice president. He died as a result of a car accident a 
year ago. 

t. 

There is a poignant story about Big Lloyd' s fxineral that reflects the bond 
between Bentsen cind Dukakis. Rather than bother Bentsen, the Massachusetts 
governor arranged his own flight to south Texas, asked to be booked into an 
inesqjensive motel, and planned to take a taxi to the services. When Bentsen 
heard of his plans, he met Dukakis at the airport and took him back to the 
family homestead to spend the night. 

During the 1988 race, it was Dukakis who repeatedly made allusions to a 
marathon, but Mike McCurry, who served as Bentsen' s can^aign spokesman, says it 
was the vice -presidential candidate who had ”the soul of a marathoner.” 

"Bentsen understands his own energy level and measures it out,” says McCurry, 
who is now the communications director for the Democratic National Committee. 

"He recognizes his age, but he's a scrapper. He insisted on a schedule that 
allowed him an opportunity to be at the highest energy level. He was not 
hell-bent to crisscross the country twice a day."g paces, and it wasn't until 
election night that he lost his voice.” 


Bentsen smiles at the memory. In 1988 he was clearly a man enjoying his 
mission, in contrast to his presidential campaign 12 years earlier, when he 
looked wooden and uncomfortable. "It was obvious in '76 that I got into the race 
far too late to do anything," he recalls. "In '88, it was never obvious to me 
that we would lose. I didn't accept defeat as inevitable, not even when I made 
my last speech at 3 a.m. in Austin on Election Day." 

Before dawn, his campaign plane landed for the last time at the Texas capital 
after tens of thousands of miles of travel. "When I stepped off that plane in 
the darkness, there was a huge crowd at the airport waiting. They lit up the 
night with sparklers," 

He smiles again as he recollects his final hours as a national candidate. At 
mid-passage between election years, Bentsen looks like a man who would be 
willing to do it all over again.

Dukakis' Running Mate Acknowledges Steering Lan Bentsen to Trustee

Sen. Lloyd Bentsen' s (D-Tex.) blind trust invested more than $ 250/000 late 
last year in a business run by the senator's son Lan, after the Democratic vice 
presidential nominee steered his son to the trustee, the senator said yesterday. 

The Ethics in Government Act of 1978 says trustees handling blind trusts for 
public officials must be “independent of and unassociated with” the official who 
is the trust's beneficiary "so that the trustee Ccinnot be controlled or 
influenced" in administering the fund. 

The law also says the trustee must be free to buy and sell assets, and can 
communicate with the public official only in writing about trust activities and 
even then, only in general terms. 

Bentsen said in a telephone interview that he did not think his dealings 
appeared to violate the required arms -length relationship with the trustee, the 
Texas Bank of Commerce. 

He said he sent friends with investment suggestions, in addition to his son, 
to see the trustee. Bentsen said he always told bank officials, "It's your 
decision and I don't want to know about it." 

In releasing personal finauicial information Wednesday, Bentsen said the 
Senate -approved trust agreement he set up in 1979 "doesn't contain certain 
provisions which appear to be required by statute." 

Bentsen said yesterday he was surprised to learn the document did not meet 
legal stsindards and he has revised it to comply with more stringent executive 
branch stcindards . 

He said he set up the blind trust for three reasons: So his public service 
would not be a burden on his family, to avoid conflict of interest problems, 
and because he did not have time to manage his holdings himself. 

The trust has held millions of dollars in family-owned properties and 
corporations, although the exact amount cannot be determined from records made 
public by Bentsen. 

The senator said he probably will not put those investments back into the 
reformed trust because he cannot help but see the properties cind learn how the 
companies are doing. 
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When Bent sen set up the trust, he ovmed hundreds of thousands of dollars 
worth of stock in Texas Commerce Bank, of Houston, although he said yesterday he 
was a "very, very minor" stockholder. 

In mid- 19 84 he directed the bank to^ hire Criterion Management Investment Co. 
as asset manager for the trust. The senator's wife, B.A., was paid $ 60,000 last 
year in directors' fees by a family of Criterion mutual funds. Bentsen said his 
wife recently resigned the post because of the time commitments of the campaign. 

David Martin, who headed the executive branch's office of government ethics 
from 1983-87, when told of Bentsen' s naming of Criterion as asset manager and 
sending his son to the bank, said the dealings did not appear to be at arms' 
length. "The problem is that it's like being a little bit pregnant," Martin 
said; "You can't have a trust be partially blind. Someone with the highest 
motives who wants to live with these rules defeats the independence and the 
blindness by directing the trustee" to take any action. 

Alexcuider Homimcui, who teaches ethics at the University of Virginia business 
school, said Bentsen' s actions would cause "a naive perceiver to repond, 'Wait a 
minute.' " Homiman said any dealing that makes the relationship appear less 
thaui arms -length "violates the spirit of what a blind trust is all about." 

Bentsen said in the interview yesterday that he had planned to resume 
managing his own financial portfolio in mid-1984. He directed the baink to send 
him all his assets except one investment in a firm owned by another son, Lloyd 
III, and those from his mother's estate. "A fellow decides he can do better," 
the senator said. But he said he soon found out he did not. have time and sent 
the holdings back to the trustee. 

Bentsen' s financiail records show he has made several investments in his two 
sons' business ventures. "I have a great love for my sons. I invested in their 
futures," he said. He said the transaction between his trust and son Lan late 
last year was to convert a personal loan to equity in Lan's business. 

Performance Property Management Inc. of Houston. 

The senator said he thought it was proper for his trustee to take into 
consideration "how a father would react" if his son came to him with such a 
proposition. "I think that's fair enough, that in carrying out a trust, one of 
the elements a trustee would consider is how would the parent react." But he 
emphasized he left the decision up to the trustee.

They say you can't vinscramble an egg. But Senator Lloyd Bentsen of Texas 
seems to have come fairly close. 

He has managed to open up, cuid close down, a special club for campaign 
contributors, to return their money and then get much of it back again. 

Mr. Bentsen disbanded his $10, 000-a-member breakfast club last February, 
calling it ''a doozy' ' of a mistake. He had been roundly criticized for offering 
to meet monthly over breakfast with lobbyists and directors of political action 
committee that gave the maximum contributions to his 1988 re-election campaign. 

''I really blew it,'' Mr. Bentsen, a Democrat who is chairman of the 
influential Senate Finance Committee, said at the time. He then refunded the 
$92,500 collected by his club, officially named the ''Chairman's Council'' but 
dubbed ' ' the Eggs McBentsen show' ' by some . 

Even without the eggs, though, cash is flowing back into the Senator's 
campaign coffers. 

In recent months the same lobbyists and political action committees that got 
refunds from Mr. Bentsen have turned around aind made out new checks directly to 
the Senator's re-election campaign. 

Of the $92,500 refunded, $54,000 has been returned to Mr. Bentsen by the 
original contributors. And the Senator's aides hope to recover the full amount. 

''I would expect that all of the same people will contribute again, but not 
through the Chairman's Council,'' said Jack R. DeVore Jr., a. spokesman for Mr. 
Bentsen. ''They will contribute to Senator Bentsen' s re-election campaign.'' 

Those who received refunds have not^ been approached again by the Bentsen 
re-election campaign, but Mr. DeVore left open that possibility. ''There's no 
reason not to solicit these people,'' he said. 

'A Question of Appearance' 

Asked why Mr. Bentsen refunded the donations, only to accept money again from 
the same contributors, Mr. DeVore said: ''I'm not sure of that myself. It was 
purely a question at that time of appearance.'' 
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In the first six months of this year. Senator Bentsen collected $3.7 million 
in contributions, including $1.1 million from political action committees, far 
more than any of the other 32 Senators facing re-election in 1988. He has 
collected more cash this year than his , colleagues who sponsored similar 
exclusive clubs ^d did not dissolve them. 


Mr. Bentsen became known for his skill at soliciting contributions in the 
1984 elections, when he was head of the campaign committee for Democratic 
senators. He has been particularly successful at raising funds from a range of 
political action committees, particularly those sponsored by corporations, 
because of his position on the Senate Finance Committee. 

Several lobbyists said they considered Mr. Bentsen one of the most powerful 
Senators because of his committee post. He is also considered responsive to the 
needs of business on tax, trade and other issues, and he is a senior member of 
the panels on commerce, taxation and intelligence. 


Ordinary Eggs, Too 

''We decided long before there were periodic breakfasts that we were going to 
contribute the legal maximum to Senator Bentsen,'' said Richard F. Goodstein, 
Washington lobbyist for Browning -Ferris Industries, which is based in Houston. 

''And,'' he said of the breakfasts thesmelves, ''the scrambled eggs weren't 
anything out of the ordinary, believe me.'' 

A political action committee may give a candidate $5,000 in a primary and 
$5,000 in a general election. The Browning -Ferris PAC had already given Mr. 
Bentsen $2,000 when the breakfast club was formed. Then, in early February, 
the PAC gave him $8,000. 

One month later Mr. Bentsen refunded the $8,000. But by April the PAG wrote 
out to the re-election campaign new checks totaling $8,000. 


The Browning- Ferris PAC was not alone. So far, seven lobbyists and eight 
political action committees have contributed again to the Bentsen campaign after 
receiving refunds from the breakfast club. 

'Never Put the Arm on Me' 

''He didn't handle the breakfast club right, but I happen to like Bentsen 
personally,'' said Tom Nemet, chairman of the Auto Dealers and Drivers for Free 
Trade PAC on Long Island. ''On our issue he's no good. But when somebody's on a 
Finance Committee, it is always important that all doors are open,'' 

Mr, Nemet said his PAC got back $5,000 from the breakfast club but decided 
to contribute directly to the re-electi^on campaign anyway. ''Bentsen and none of 
his people have ever put the arm on me,'' he said. ''Never.'' 


William J. Baer, a Washington lawyer and lobbyist, said it was not surprising 
that the money bounced back to Mr. Bentsen, considering the high cost of 
elections today. 


' 'Most of the folks who gave know Bentsen needs the money, ' ' said Mr. Baer, 
who has testified before Congress for legislation that would limit campaign 
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spending. ''This shows how fxindamentally flawed the current system is because 
members have to go back repeatedly for contributions . ' ' 

One longtime supporter of Mr. Bents^n, Timothy P. Furlong, said the 
breakfast club controversy was overblown. The idea of breakfast was a 
''marketing tool,'' he said, explaining that most people who attended the first 
breakfast would have given to the Senator anyway.

Lloyd Bentsen balances eclectic record with shrewd politics 
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BODY : 

The day Lloyd Bentsen' s class at the Sharyland Elementary School held a 
sweetheart election, everybody saved lunch money so each could pay a penny, some 
even a nickel, for the girl they weinted to be their homeroom queen - and there 
were several quite popular choices. 

The way schoolmate Joe Kilgore remembers it, young Lloyd - 7 

years old, maybe 8 then - was bent on getting his own girlfriend elected. And so 
he quietly made the rounds in the tiny Mission, Texas, school, organizing his 
buddies eind convincing them that his choice was the best choice. It was a 
performance so artful, said Kilgore, that by the time the tally was in, Bentsen 
had raised ”the overwhelming sum of sixty- seven cents." 

"He just had this way of pulling people together around things,” Kilgore 
said. "It wasn't his family's money, you understand,” he added hastily, 
referring to the elder Bentsen' s real estate suid banking empire that today is 
estimated to be worth between $ 50 and $ 100 million. "He didn't buy that 
election." 

At this, Kilgore chuckled long and hard. Yet the quip was telling, for 
despite his reputation as a consensus builder, little else in the life of Lloyd 
Millard Bentsen, Jr. - the 67-year-oldj U.S. senator from Texas and now. 
Democratic candidate for vice president - has been the subject of as much public 
notice and cUitipathy as his family's immense wealth and power and their impact 
on Bentsen' s political evolution. 

As he prepares this week for the first and only debate with his Republican 
opponent. Sen. Dan Quayle of Indiana, Bentsen' s political history likely will be 
scrutinized once again to reveal a man who not only differs with his running 
mate Michael Dukakis on substeintive matters of public policy, but who differs, 
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rather dramatically, with a lot of people whose respect and support he 
nevertheless has managed to capture. 


How he has managed it, this soft-spqken politician whose patrician manner 
defies evei^ stereotype of the Texas good ol' boy, is a testament, his friends 
say, to what they describe as his sharp intellect, his resistance to demagoguery 
and his integrity. 

His few public critics are not so sure. Bentsen, they argue, is not so much 
the model politicieui as he is a very wealthy mcin who has figured out, as one 
United Farm Workers organizer in McAllen, Texas, put it, "how to give a lot to 
his friends and little bit of something to everybody else” to stay in office. 


"He's not what we'd call great,” Juanita Cox said, "but down here I have to 
say, he's the best that we've got.” 


The first son of "Big Lloyd" Bentsen, Sr. - the now- legendary owner of 
croplands cind bcinks sprawling throughout the lower Rio Grande Valley - Lloyd Jr. 
grew up, much like his opponent Quayle, a youth of some privilege. He had finely 
made clothes, a big and rambling home, family servants and acres upon acres of 
Icind on which to romp with his mainly Mexican-American playmates, from whom he 
learned Spanish. He raced cars, broke broncos, branded and dehorned calves, swam 
in the Rio Grande for excitement. And, his 94 -year-old father says, he carried a 
checkbook. 

An ambitious son who adored his mother cind always strived to please her, 
Bentsen progressed fast and in stellar fashion. He got a law degree at the 
University of Texas; joined the Army and became a highly decorated World War II 
bomber pilot and colonel; married a former fashion model. Beryl Ann Longino; 
became at 25 the youngest county judge in Hidalgo County; then two years later, 
rejected his father's appeal to "join my organization” and ran for a seat in the 
House. In a heavily Hispanic district long controlled by Anglo families such as 
his, he won, becoming the House's youngest member, and remained there 12 years. 


But his $ 12,500 salary was far too puny for Bentsen - "I c^'t make ends 
meet," he said at the time. And so with his wife and three children in tow, he 
left Washington for Texas, and with a $ 7 -million start-up loan from his father, 
founded an insurance company and eventually became a millionaire businessman in 
his own right. Bentsen will not discuss his money, but he is estimated to be 
worth $ 10 million. 


His substantial financial interests, which later included oil and gas, real 
estate, agricultural services and banks, brought him together with some of the 
nation's biggest industrial lords and won for him prestigious seats on company 
boards - Lockheed Corp. and Continental Oil, among them. 

In 1970, his fortune made, Bentsen r*)esigned those boards and decided to run 
for the Senate. 

"Well, I said, 'Lloyd, what on earth for?'" said Bentsen Sr. recently, 
recalling his reaction. The elder Bentsen, who had moved to Texas from South 
Dakota after World War I with only pennies to his name, went on: "I told him, 
'You'll be giving up a half million a year for $ 65,000. You'll have to sell 
that lovely home'' 
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”Well, he told me, 'The way this country is drifting. Dad, what you're worth 
and what I'm worth won't mean a damn.'” 

The junior Bent sen challenged liberal inciombent Ralph Yarborough in what 
became one of the state's nastiest andimost divisive campaigns, and he won. 

It has surprised few that, much like his tenure in the House, Bentsen's 
Senate years have marked him as an unshakable advocate for corporate America - 
believing, as Ronald Reagan does, that tax incentives for businesses are what 
best spur economic growth. So supportive of tax breaks had he been by 1976, for 

example, that his opponent in his Senate re-election campaign race dubbed him 

"Loophole Lloyd." 

In 1981 in one of his many votes for Reagan administration initiatives - he 
was the leading Democratic supporter of the administration that first term - he 

supported legislation that in effect cut the tax rate from 15 to 6 percent for 

the 2,000 biggest companies. And though in 1986 he recanted somewhat, voting for 
remedial measures in the face of revelations that major companies such as 
General Electric had escaped paying taxes at all, Bentsen remained a darling of 
Big Business. Over the last decade, he has received more money from political 
action committees, many of them supported by corporate giants, than any other 
member of Congress, thus his reputation as "Pac-man." And so far in 1988 
Bentsen, who is chairman of the Senate Finance Committee, has racked up more 
contributions, more than $ 6 million, than any among his 32 Senate colleagues up 
for re-election. 

"I don't know a good strong Republican here in Texas who wouldn't vote for 
Bentsen for senator again, " said Jack Blanton, a longtime friend who is chairman 
of the board of the Houston-based Skerlock Oil Corp. "He just has this wonderful 
financial mind and they respect that very much. He's a businessman's 
businessman." 

At times Bentsen critics have hinted at conflicts of interest, suggesting 
that he has supported legislation that has benefited his donors too neatly. Yet 
nine inquiries by the Federal Elections Commission, mostly concerning mundane 
campaign accounting matters, have never turned up evidence of wrongdoing. 

Bentsen did come under fire from colleagues when word got out in 1987 of his 
plans for a monthly " breakfast club, " in which lobbyists who paid $ 10,000 to 
his Senate campaign would get to share bacon and eggs with the senator. After 
the public furor, Bentsen quickly acknowledged he had made a "doozy" of a 
mistake and returned the money he had raised. But the senator eventually got 
most of the money back, as his donors simply funneled their contributions 
through political action committees. 

Despite it all, the tall, silver-haired senator has managed a balancing act 
by keeping his business ties strong while winning important friends among 
self -described progressives in his stat^, as well as impressive bipartisan 
support in Congress. 

Lifelong associates like Joe Kilgore, who went to law school with Bentsen and 
succeeded him as congressman, attribute the senator's success to a combination 
of what he and others say are his "people skills" - he listens well and gives 
everybody credit, they say - as well as. his shrewd negotiating style and his 
non- ideological analysis of problems. It was his intervention. Democratic 
operatives later reported, that broke the ice and saved that ^critical meeting 
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at the Democratic National Committee between the Rev. Jesse Jackson and Dukakis 
from ending up a disaster. 

"He's very pragmatic - very interest^ed in ideas that work and not hung up on 
ideology," said Jack Albertine, who wag staff director of the Joint Economic 
Committee when Bent sen was chairman. "He reads a lot, talks to everybody. And so 
when he proposes a solution to a problem, you know he's done his homework, and 
people from various political spectrums tend to notice and give them 
consideration. " 

Bentsen's money and well-lubed, meticulously run Texas political 
organization, with a coordinator in each of the 245 counties, have not hurt, 
either, others say, as exemplified in 1982 when Bentsen gave major financial 
help, including use of a statewide phone bank, to several populist -liberal 
candidates who had been among his sharpest critics - people like Agriculture 
Commissioner Jim Hightower and State Treasurer Ann Richards. 

But where Bentsen has been most shrewd, all agree, is in managing to come 
down the "right" way on some of the major issues his assorted constituents care 
about most - thus "giving everybody something," as Texas' Pan American 
University history professor Rudy Rocha put it. For example, blacks and 
Mexican -Americans, while unhappy with his vote against legislation banning 
discrimination in federal employment and his opposition to school busing for 
integration, note with admiration his support of civil rights laws - 
particularly his vote in 1949 to abolish the poll tax when such a vote was most 
unpopular in the South. 

Conservatives who complained of his support for the Equal Rights Amendment, 
abortion rights and the Peuiama Canal Treaty, have saluted his support of the MX 
missile and aid to the Nicaraguan contras, both of which are opposed by Dukakis. 

Labor leaders, who cringed at his opposition to food stamps for striking 
workers in 1977, note with deep satisfaction his recent leadership on laws 
requiring businesses to provide notice of plant closings, restricting imports 
from nations that have barriers to American products and expanding Medicare to 
include catastrophic health insurance. 

Bentsen's eclectic record helps explain why in numerous political rankings by 
liberal and conservative groups over the years, he rarely receives 
overwhelmingly high or low marks; he usually simply comes out somewhere in the 
middle , 


"He's just not knee-jerk anything," said Barbara Jordan, the former 
congresswoman from Texas who nominated Bentsen at the Democratic convention. 
Jordan recalled how Bentsen was among the first southern senators to speak out 
against Supreme Court nominee Robert Bork and said that on important issues like 
that she has learned to trust the senati|or. "He's just a very fine and competent 
man . " 


At home around McAllen and Mission, where Mexican-Americans make up about 85 
percent of the population, such passion can be found more among Establishment 
Hispeinic political leaders than among lower-class laborers. Indeed, while 
Bentsen has almost always carried his district - he has talked proudly of being 
"simpatico" with Hispanics - there is, said Juanita Cox of the UFW, an unspoken 
tension that exists simply because of what the Bentsen family represents : 
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growers . 

While she said no lawsuits or complaints claiming labor abuses have ever been 
filed against ”Mr. Lloyd," as his thousands of citrus and cotton workers have 
called the elder Bentsen for years, "arnong many people there still is this 
attitude that Mexicein -Americans are the ones who made them rich and that they 
just seem to still control everything. It's like the whole family is so rich, 
it's impossible to unseat the people they support." 

More Establishment leaders say there is no evidence that the Bentsens unduly 
use their influence and, while few have any bad words to say about Lloyd Jr., 
jnany say they do wish he were a bit less conservative. 

The district's political sympathies were evident in 1970 when it bucked the 
state trend and voted against Bentsen, who had challenged Yarborough, the hero 
of the liberals. By then Bentsen had established a pro-business, pro-oil, 
pro-defense reputation in the mold of other Texas Tory Democrats like Lyndon B. 
Johnson and John Connally. 

The race was not nice. Bentsen characterized Yarborough as a big- spending 
leftist who supported political riots and Yarborough labeled Bentsen and his 
friends "fat cats" and "reactionaries," A television ad Bentsen has admitted he 
regrets showed footage of the rioting at the 1968 Democratic National Convention 
in Chicago. "That was the violence in Chicago spawned by supporters of Eugene 
McCarthy during the Democratic convention," the narrator boomed. "Sen. Ralph 
Yarborough endorsed McCarthy for president. Did he represent your views when he 
backed McCarthy?" And when Edmund Muskie of Maine came to campaign for 
Yarborough, Bentsen called him an "ultra- liberal" outsider. 

Supporters were in shock after Bentsen won that race 53 percent to 47 - then 
went on to win against his Republican opponent George Bush by the same margin. 
Even Barbara Jordan, concedes, "I can't say we felt warmly toward Lloyd 
Bentsen then." 

Six years later, after a miserable showing in a bid for the Democratic 
presidential nomination - he got only six delegates in his home state - Bentsen 
continued his run for re-election to the Senate. = But some Democrats still had 
not found reason to support him^ even against his Republican opponent, Alan 
Steelman. "Both parrot the line of big oil on energy issues," Hightower wrote in 
the liberal Texas Observer. "Both are defenders of wasteful military spending; 
both have foreign policy views more suited to 1956 than 1976, and neither has a 
programmatic concept of economic democracy." 

But Hightower, after sweeping into office on Bentsen' s coattails and money in 
1982, changed his tune and now counts Bentsen as a friend with whom he has "been 
in the trenches . " 

i 

"He has deep hip pockets and he uses them," notes Yarborough today. He plans 
nevertheless to vote the Democratic ticket, he says. 

"We don't like some of Lloyd's votes," concedes Billie Carr, executive 
director of Harris County Democrats in Houston cind a Yarborough fan, "but he has 
worked very hard for our candidates . . .He's become a solid Democrat." 
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What he has not become over the years, however, is a particularly colorful 
politician . 

”He has very conservative social manners,” said Jack Valenti, president of 
the Motion Picture Industry Association! and a longtime friend of Bentsen's. As 
those who knew him in his youth attest, this is no transformation that came with 
age . 


”I never saw him come over and knock around in the officer's club and raise 
hell like a lot of us did, ” said William Bivens, who was a member of the 
squadron Bentsen led in World War II. 

But Bentsen, who friends say has a wry sense of humor, is a fierce teiinis 
competitor, a renowned poker player and an accomplished hunter of pheasant and 
quail - a talent that has provided fodder for numerous " Quay le-h\in ting” campaign 
quips. And so he, like his friends, rejects the frequent description of him as 
dull and aloof. 

"Believe me, he does have his share of one-liners," chortled Jack Martin, a 
longtime friend who is manager of Bentsen' s Senate re-election campaign. And if 
he must, the candidate will use them in tomorrow's debate, he added, though 
Martin conceded Bentsen will likely be predisposed to rely on what congressional 
friends on both sides of the aisle say is his organized speaking style and 
propensity for showing off his grasp of details and facts. 

A cautious man, Bentsen is not likely to make big mistakes. In his 30 years 
in Congress, he is remembered for only one major gaffe - in 1950 when he 
suggested that the United States threaten to use atomic bombs to end the Korean 
War. Bentsen later chalked it up to the naivete of youth.

SA| [with summaries of FEC investigations regarding the 

appointee, the appointee's Senatorial re-election committees, 
and/or DUKAKIS/BENTSEN Presidential Campaign Committee. The 
following is a synopsis of the FEC investigations/records: 

1. DATE CASE OPENED : July 10, 1975 

ALLEGATION ; That the appointee solicited campaign 
funds from a foreign national. This matter came to the attention 
of the FEC through articles in the New York Times and Political 
Intelligence newspapers. The articles alleged that a campaign 
aide to the appointee solicited contributions from a 
representative of a "Mediterranean country." Such a solicitation 
would be a violation of Federal election laws. 

FEC FINDINGS : The FEC maintained that the newspaper 

articles presented no evidence in support of the allegations. 

The problem was that the only way the FEC could obtain additional 
information would be to question the reporter who wrote the 
story. The FEC surmised that such a move would lead to publicity 
that the appointee was under investigation and therefore, FEC 
decided not to pursue the matter further. 

CASE CLOSED BY FEC : March 1, 1976. 


2. DATE CASE OPENED : January 30, 1976. 

ALLEGATION ; W. PHILIP GRAMM, a candidate for United 
States Senate from Texas, alleged that the appointee was using 
presidential primary matching funds to benefit his senatorial 
campaign in Texas. Such an offense would be a violation of 
Federal election campaign laws. 
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FEC FINDINGS : The FEC ruled that the complainant did 

not set forth any evidence in support of the allegations and 
recommended that they close their investigation on April 1 , 1976, 
without taking any action against the appointee.

3. DATE CASE OPENED : August 3, 1976. 


ALLEGATION ! | 

Texas, alleged that the appointee's news release of July 29, 

1976, was campaign literature paid for with public funds. Such 
an offense, if true, would be a violation of Federal election 
laws . 

FEC FINDINGS : The FEC ruled that 2 USC 439(b), a 

Federal Election Campaign Act of 1971, prohibits solicitation of 
funds by a mailing under frank. The FEC ruled that the 
appointee's news release of July 29, 1976, was not a solicitation 
of funds. The FEC ruled that all other franking abuses are 
covered under 39 USC 3210, of which the FEC has no authority. 
Based on this finding, the FEC closed its case regarding the 
appointee on August 17, 1976, without taking any action against 
the appointee. 


4. DATE CASE OPENED : February 18, 1977. 

ALLEGATION : A review by FEC auditors determined that 

the appointee's campaign committee, "Bentsen in '76 Committee," 
had possibly exceeded the limitations on petty cash 
disbursements, and had failed to report the identification, 
occupation, and principle place of business of recipients of 
expenditures in excess of $100.00, as required by Federal 
election laws. 

FEC FINDINGS : On March 31, 1977, the FEC found reason 

to believe violation of 2 USC 434(b) and 2 USC 437(b). The 
Bentsen in '76 Committee was sent a letter dated April 18, 1977, 
advising that the FEC had found reason to believe the above 
violations of Federal election laws. The Committee was asked to 
submit all pertinent information. On June 13, 1977, the Bentsen 
in '76 Committee responded with the information as requested by 
the FEC. 


Subsequently, the FEC received and reviewed the 
information from the Bentsen in '76 Committee, and amended 
reports from that Committee and recommended that the Bentsen 
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Committee response be satisfactory. As a result, no further 
action was taken and the FEC closed its case on June 30, 1977. 


5. DATE CASE OPENED ; January 26, 1978. 

AT.T.EGATTOW i An FEC audit of the Bentsen in '76 
Committee determined a $400.00 contribution was made by check 
drawn on the account of TRIUMPH INDUSTRIES, INCORPORATED (TII) , 
at the Western Bank of Houston, Texas. The FEC noted that such a 
corporate contribution represents a violation of Federal election 
laws . 


FEC FINDINGS ; The FEC contacted the TII and rece ived

As a result of this information, the FEC took no 
further action against the appointee. The case was thereafter 
closed on March 15, 1978. 


6. DATE CASE OPENED : July 22, 1982. 

ALLEGATION : Congressman JAMES M. COLLINS alleged that 

the appointee's election committee reported an in-kind 
contribution of $79,850.00 from the Democratic Senatorial 
Campaign Committee on its July 15, 1982, quarterly report, which 
was in violation of Federal election laws. Pursuant to this law, 
a senatorial committee is not permitted to contribute more than 
$17,500.00 to a candidate running for election to the United 
States Senate. 

FEC FINDINGS : The FEC ruled that consistent with 11 

C.F.R. 1107(a)(4), which permits the national committee of a 
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political party to make expenditures with respect to a 
presidential campaign, including state and subordinate party 
committees. The Supreme Court upheld the FEC's determination to 
allow senatorial committees of the national party to act as 
agents of the national party committees in making expenditures on 
their behalf involving senatorial campaigns. 

FEC further determined that while the national 
committee reported the transaction as an in-kind contribution 
from the senatorial committee, the latter reported the 
disbursement as a coordinated expenditure. 

In response to receipt of the complaint, the national 
committee stated that the $79,850.00 spent by the appointee's 
committee was a 441(a) (d) expenditure and was incorrectly 
reported as an in-kind contribution by the committee. 
Consequently, the appointee's committee filed an amended report 
omitting the $79,850.00. 

Following this amended report from the appointee's 
committee, the FEC recommended that no further action be taken 
against the appointee. As a result, the FEC dosed its case on

Election Committee. The complaint alleged that because of 
Senator LLOYD BENTSEN 's dual candidacy for the Senate and Vice 
Presidency, the expenditures of the BENTSEN Committee in Texas 
would benefit the DUKAKIS/BENTSEN Committee unfairly in the State 
of Ohio. 


EEC FINDINGS : After conducting an investigation into 

the complaints, the FEC found no reason to believe that the 
DUKAKIS/BENTSEN Committee violated any provisions of the Federal 
Election Campaign Act of 1971. Furthermore, the FEC found no 
reason to believe that the Senator LLOYD BENTSEN Election 
Committee violated any provisions of the Federal Election 
Campaign Act of 1971. As a result, the FEC took no action 
against the appointee or the appointee's re-election committee, 
and closed its investigation of the matter on November 30, 1988.

in violation of Federal election campaign laws. 


FEC FINDINGS : After conducting an investigation into 

the allegation, the FEC found reason to believe that the Iowa 
Democratic Party had violated 2 USC 441(a) (f) and 441(d) (a). 
However, the FEC found no reason to believe that the DUKAKIS/ 
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BENTSEN Presidential Campaign Committee had violated Federal 
election laws. As a result, no action was taken against the 
appointee or the DUKAKIS/BENTSEN Presidential Campaign Committee. 
The case was closed on December 1, 1989. 


10. DATE CASE OPENED ; September 26, 1988. 

ALLEGATION ; On September 26, 1988, ROBERT E. GABLE, 
Chairman of the Republican Party of Kentucky, submitted a 
complaint to the FEC, alleging that the Kentucky State Democratic 
Central Executive Committee violated Federal election laws by 
illegally funding newspaper advertisements on behalf of the 
DUKAKIS/BENTSEN 1988 General Election Campaign. The complainant 
contended that the Party Committee paid for newspaper ads that 
attacked and refuted statements by Republic presidential nominee 
GEORGE BUSH concerning Governor DUKAKIS' position on gun control. 
The newspaper ads allegedly ran in at least three Kentucky daily 
newspapers on September 16, 1988. The complainant alleged that 
the Kentucky Committee's expenditures constitute an in-kind 
contribution to the DUKAKIS/BENTSEN Committee, and as such were 
violations of Federal election laws. 

FEC FINDINGS ; After conducting an investigation into 
the allegations, the Office of the General Counsel of the FEC 
recommended that the FEC Commissioners find reason to believe 
that the Kentucky State Democratic Central Executive Committee 
and its treasurer had violated 2 USC 441(a) (f) and 441(d) (a) . 

The Office of General Counsel also recommended a finding of no 
reason to believe that the DUKAKIS Committee had violated any 
Federal election laws. As a result, the FEC recommended that it 
close its file as it pertains to the DUKAKIS/BENTSEN Committee, 
and take no action against that Committee. The FEC case was 
subsequently closed on November 3, 1989. 


11. DATE CASE OPENED ; October 26, 1988. 

ALLEGATION ; The complainants, TONY TRIMBLE, Chairman, 
Independent Republicans of Minnesota, and JANN L. OLSTEN, 
Executive Director, National Republican Senatorial Committee, 
alleged that the HUMPHREY Committee and the DUKAKIS/BENTSEN 
Committee, had violated Federal election laws by failing to 
report the receipt of free rent and for failing to report all 
contributors to a campaign, i.e., the contributors of the free 
rent. The complainants asserted that the DUKAKIS/BENTSEN 
Committee had made expenditures on behalf of the HUMPHREY 

/ 

/ 
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Committee and the HANSEN Committee. In support of that 
assertion, the complainants alleged that the HUMPHREY Senate 
Campaign had a high number of offices around Minnesota, but a 
small number of staff. Failure to report such an in-kind 
contribution was a violation of Federal election laws. Such an 
activity by the DUKAKIS/ BENTS EN Committee, it was contended, 
would be a non-qualif ied campaign expenditure on their part in 
contradiction with Federal election campaign laws. 

FEC FINDINGS ; After conducting an investigation into 
the complaint, the Office of General Counsel, FEC, found reason 
to believe that the DUKAKIS/ BENTS EN Committee and its treasurer 
had violated 2 USC 434(b) and 441(a) (f). However, the FEC 
Commissioners voted against taking any action with respect to 
this complaint and decided to close the case without taking any 
negative action against the appointee or the appointee's 
presidential re-election committee. The case was closed on June 
2, 1992. 


12. DATE CASE OPENED ! October 3, 1989. 

ALLEGATION : A complaint was filed with the FEC by a 

I concerning an advertisement which appeared in the 
November 3, 1988, edition of The News Record , a newspaper 
distributed in two counties in western North Carolina. The 
complainant alleged that the DUKAKIS/ BENTSEN Committee had 
violated Federal election laws based on what appeared to have 
been involvement by the DUKAKIS/ BENTSEN Committee in the 
placement of an advertisement in The News Record newspaper. 

FEC FINDINGS : The FEC, after conducting an 

investigation into the allegation, found no probable cause to 
believe that the DUKAKIS/ BENTSEN Committee had violated Federal 
election laws. As a result, the FEC closed its case into this 
allegation on June 4, 1991. 


13. DATE CASE OPENED ; February 6, 1989. 


ALLEGATION : On February 6, 1989, | | 

submitted a complaint to the FEC alleging that the DUKAKIS/ 
BENTSEN Presidential Committee (and others not named within this 
insert) had violated certain sections of the Federal Election 
Campaign Act of 1971, by making illegal expenditures on behalf of 
the Democratic Presidential and Vice Presidential nominees; in 
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particular, the complaint charged that advertisements were placed 
by county organizations in newspapers and Shopper Guides . These 
advertisements advocated the election of MICHAEL DUKAKIS, and in 
some instances, the appointee. 

FEC FINDINGS ; After conducting an investigation into 
the allegations, the FEC found no reason to believe that the 
DUKAKIS/ BENTS EN Committee had violated Federal election laws. No 
further action was taken and the case was closed on September 19, 
1989. 


14. DATE CASE OPENED : June 6, 1990. 

ALLEGATION : This matter was generated by the Audit 

Division of the FEC after an audit of the BENTSEN for Vice 
President-1988 Committee to determine compliance with the 
provisions of the Federal Election Campaign Act of 1971. The 
audit indicated that the BENTSEN Committee may have accepted a 
prohibited corporate contribution. According to the FEC audit, a 
$5,000.00 disbursement to the Media Southwest was originally 
disclosed as a "partial payment consultant" on the reports of the 
BENTSEN Committee. 

Pursuant to Federal election laws, corporations are 
prohibited from making contributions or expenditures in 
connection with any election for Federal office and knowing 
acceptance of such contributions are prohibited by this law. 

FEC FINDINGS : The Office of the General Counsel, after 

reviewing the FEC audit report, found reason to believe that the 
BENTSEN for Vice President-1988 and PRESTON M. GEREN, III, as 
Treasurer, violated 2 USC 441(b) (a) and 434(b). However, the FEC 
Commissioners decided, by a vote of 6-0, to take no further 
action against the BENTSEN for Vice President- 19 8 8 and PRESTON M. 
GEREN, III, as Treasurer, and it voted to close the file. 
Subsequently, the case was closed on July 26, 1991, and no action 
was taken against the appointee.
